In­ 
volved were such costly items 
as state school aid, welfare, 
Medi-Cal, mental hygiene and 


various property tax relief pro­ 
grams.

And, Hughes hinted, money 
can’t buy happiness. 
“Am I happy and content? 
The answer is no.” 
Hughes spoke by telephone to 
Los Angeles Friday from his 
suite of rooms at the Brittania 
Beach Hotel on Paradise Is­ 
land. Nassau, (he Bahamas. A 
speaker amplified the reedy 
voice of the 66-year-old billion­ 
aire industrialist, who for a 
decade and a half has gone to. 
incredible lengths to avoid pub­ 
lic scrutiny., 
In New York, the McGraw 
Hill Rook Co. and Life maga­ 
zine issued the following state­ 
ment Sunday: “McGraw Hill 
and Life reaffirms that they 
posses the authentic autobiog­ 
raphy of Howard Hughes and 
they plan to publish it as was 
originally announced on Dec. 7, 
1971. 
(“It is alleged that Howard 
Hughes made a telephone call 
Friday night repudiating this 
m aterial and the man who 
worked on it with him. Clifford 
Irving. We cannot accept this.” 
Hughes was identified by his 
voice and scores of references 
to events, places and persons in 
the two-hour. 40 minute conver­ 
sation. The seven newsmen who 
interviewed him agreed without 
question the disembodied voice • 
belonged to Hughes. 
In the rambling, fascinating 
discourse, Hughes said: 
—The “autobiography” to be 
printed by McGraw-Hill in 
March is a fake. 
—He plans to return to his 


gambling-industrial empire in 
Las Vegas. 
—His health is good. 
—Court actions forced him to 
become a recluse. 
—He wears a Van Dyke 
beard and moustache. 
—The bulk of his estate will 
be left to medical research. 
—He is worried about spend­ 
ing the rest of his life in court. 
—Someday he would like to 
make motion pictures again. 
His voice was clear and most 
of his recollections definite. He 
appeared to enjoy the question 
and answer session with news­ 
men from United Press Inter­ 
national, Los Angeles Times, 
Tin* New York Times, 'The Los 
Angeles Herald Examiner, The 
Chicago Tribune, Associated 
Press and NBC newsmen. 
All seven had contact with 
Hughes more than a decade ago 
and asked identifying questions 
before embarking on the news 
quiz. The McGraw-Hill book 
company and Time Inc. drew 
Hughes' wrath with their an­ 
nounced intention to publish a 
purported autobiography which 
they claim Hughes worked on 
with novelist Clifford Irving. 
He denied any knowledge of 
the project or .the men connect­ 
ed with it. 
“This episode is just so fan­ 
tastic that it taxes your imagi­ 
nation to believe that a thing 
like this could happen,” Hughes 
said.

HOWARD HUGHES 
Silence is broken 


Hughes —“ I don’t know him. 
I never saw him. I have never 
even heard of him until a mat­ 
ter of days ago when this thing 
first came to my attention. 
And, incidentally, where does 
he live?” 
UPI —“In Spain, sir, at the 
moment.” 


Hughes —“Spain? Well, he 
doesn’t claim I came to Spain 
to see him, does he?” 
UPI —“No, he claims you 
traveled around the Western 
Hemisphere with him over a 
period of several months ending 
late last year. Have you left the 
hotel there in the Bahamas in 
the last six months?” 
Hughes —“ Well, left the ho­ 
tel? You are getting into a 


pretty touchy area. Let's say I 
haven’t left the Bahamas, and I 
certainly haven’t seen Mr. Irv­ 
ing.” 
Asked if the biography might 
be a carefully structured plot to 
discredit him, Hughes replied, 
“ My attorney thinks that it 
could be. I wouldn’t attempt to 
pass judgment on McGraw 
Hill’s motives in this thing.’’ 
Hughes refused to guess if the 
manuscript was the result of a 
plot or innocent gullibility. 
“... Well, obviously the mo­ 
tive for Irving could be money, 
but certainly McGrawHill and 
Time-I.ife don’t have to deal in 
fake manuscripts or that sort of 
thing in order to survive. Thetv 
surely have a business that 
operates on a higher plane than 
that.” 
Why, Hughes was asked, has 
he played the mystery man, the 
recluse? 
“I don’t really know,” he 
said. “I will tell you one thing. I 
am rapidly planning to come 
out of it. I am not going to 
continue being quite as reclu­ 
sive, as you call it, as I have 
been because it apparently has 
attracted so much attention 
that I have just got to live a 
somewhat modified life in order 
not to be an oddity.” 
Hughes thought it strange 
that he should be forced to 
conform to standards of behav­ 
ior other than his own. 
Were he to appear publicly, 
Hughe* said, “It seems to have 
the appearance that I am going 
to spend the rest of my life in a 
courtroom.” 
“I don’t know why people are 


given such broad latitude to 
influence the lives of others or 
to interfere with them, whatev­ 
er you want tfo call it. But that 
seems to be our way of life. 
“So until i can get some of 
these issues, in which I am the 
defendant, so to speak, put to 
rest I can’t make any definite 
plans.” 


Asked if he had any chronic 
ailmets requiring regular medi­ 
cation, Hughes replied: “Noth­ 
ing of that kind at this time. I 
suppose I ought to be knocking 
wood ...” 
He spoke bitterly of Robert 
Maheu. ex manager of his Las 
Vegas holdings. Maheu is suing 
Hughes for $50 million damages 
and contract settlement. But 
Hughes said Maheu helped him 
plan his departure from Ne­ 
vada before he ordered Maheu 
fired, 
“Now as regards my depar­ 
ture from Nevada, I have been 
inclined for over a year to come 
down here (Bahamas), and 
that’s the interesting part of 
this which so clearly shows the 
duplicity and unbelievability of 
Mr. Maheu —is that Mr. Maheu 
and his man Hooper made all 
the arrangements for my trip 
down here through all the past 
year —I mean the year prior to 
my departure ... They were 
making arrangements in this 
area for me and they made 
some trips down here and re­ 
ported on various hotels that 
might be suitable... 
“They prepared and laid out 
this trip in detail and were 
aware of it for one full year 
before I left Nevada.”

Peking, Moscow In Asia Struggle

For the two great Communist 
powers, the struggle for influ. 
ence in Asia and the Indian 
Ocean area has only just begun. 
After years of shadowboxing, 
Peking and Moscow have joined 
in earnest conflict for all to see. 
The antagonists themselves 
now see events in Asia almost 
entirely from the point of view 
•of their rivalry. 
The Soviets made the first 
move in the newly intensified 
struggle with their treaty with 
India of Aug. 9. which Albania's 
Zeri I. Populit called "The 
opening of a second front 
against China.” 
The Chinese, who apparently 
lay low in the late fall because 
of internal dissensions, now are 
trying to fan national and polit-. 
ical discord in India and in the 
U S S R . 
Neither strategy is original 
nor new. 
The Soviets for the past three 
years have sought to form a 
system of Asian alliances de­ 
signed to hold China in check. 
Moscow's treaty with New Del­ 
hi now can form the corner­ 
stone of such a system. 
Increased Soviet engagement 
in Indochina and North Korea 
are other steps in the same 
direction. 
* 
The Kremlin also has tried to 
take advantage of dissensions 
inside China. 
Soviet media have published 
extracts from a brochure — put 


out by an anonymous but ap­ 
parently high-ranking Chinese 
group — which for a few hours 
is reported to have been on sale 
in* Peking, The brochure criti­ 
cized the invitation extended to 
President Nixon 


In 1969 the Soviets organized 
a military unit in Central Asia 
from refugees from Chinese 
Sinkiang, headed by a former 
general. This unit still exists. 


Peking is trying its hand at 
the same game. At the United 
Nations, Chinese delegate Chiao 
Huang-hua indicated that China 
might support an anti-Soviet 
movement among Soviet refu 
gees. 
On another front the Chinese 
government has called atten­ 
tion to India’s internal national­ 
ity problems. 
Using as its point of depar­ 
ture Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's reference to the rec­ 
ognition of Bangladesh by India 
as "an example of good-neigh- 
borlmess,” an official Chinese 
publication asked: "Does this 
example of good neighborliness 
mean that India’s neighbors 
could send forces into West 
Bengal or into the Punjab?” 
At the same time the Chinese 
radio is trying to foster dissent 
between India and the Soviet 
Union. The visit of Soviet First 
Deputy Foreign Minister Vasily 
V. 
Kuznetsov was compared 
with earlier visits by British 
viceroys. 
The Chinese press speaks of 
Soviet control of the Indian 


economy and accuses Moscow 
of seeking to dominate the 
whole Indian subcontinent ijnd 
the Indian Ocean. 
Peking also tries to cash in on 
the Arabic and Muslim states. 
Sympathy with Pakistan. 
At a reception for the Su­ 
danese vice-president, Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai remarked 
that Moscow supported India’s 
armed aggression against Paki­ 
stan under the slogan of sup­ 
port for a national-liberation 
movement while the Soviet slo­ 
gan in the Middle East was 
maintenance of peace. 
This Chinese line parallels 
the efforts of United States 
sponsored Radio Liberty to con­ 
vey the background of the Unit­ 
ed Nations debate on the Indo- 
Pakistani conflict to the Muslim 
nationalities of the U.S.S.R. Ra­ 
dio Liberty broadcasts in the 
Muslims' national languages 
from a powerful transmitter on 
Spain’s Costa Brava. 
Soviet Muslims make up one- 
eighth of the U.S.S.R.’s total

population, or more than 30 
million people, and are increas­ 
ing at a much faster rate than 
Russians and other Slavs. 
In Kazakhstan, the second- 
largest Soviet republic, there 
have been in recent years per­ 
sistent reports of mounting na­ 
tionalism. Peking hopes to stir 
up this sentiment by stressing 
the Soviet Union’s efforts at 
conciliation between the Arabs 
and lurael. 


Without the American broad­ 
casts by former citizens of the 
Central Asian republics, Soviet 
Muslims would have to depend 
on Chinese broadcasts, which 
they distrust, and on Tass re­ 
ports. which censor out criti­ 
cism of Soviet support for India 
by Muslim spokesmen of other 
countries. 
According to Chinese claims, 
the basic aims of Soviet policy 


have remained unchanged — 
from the occupation of Czecho­ 
slovakia to the frontier skir­ 
mishes in 1969 and to the at­ 
tempt to overthrow Sudanese 
President Nimeiry. 
These examples of “ the ag­ 
gressive ambitions of social im­ 
perialism all point to an intend­ 
ed agression against China,” 
say the Chinese broadcasts. 
In this context the Chinese 
ask whether the secession of 
East Pakistan might not set a 
precedent for an attempt to 
bring about a secession from 
China by Tibet or Sinkiang. 
If is hard to say how much of 
these propaganda barrages is 
founded on fact. It does seem 
certain, however, that Peking is 
determined to keep South and 
Southeast Asia in ferment.

Crime Fear 


Reported 


By Magazine 


NEW YORK (UPI)-A nation­ 
al magazine reported Sunday 
that “ there is widespread fear 
of crime in this society today.” 
Life magazine made the com­ 
ment following the results of a 
survey in which -13,000 readers 
answered a series of questions 
ranging from how they feel on 
their city streets at night to 
who kept guns for protection. 
The survey showed that 78 
per cent of those polled felt 
unsafe in their homes. Thirty 
per cent said they kept a gun 
for protection. 
Residents of suburban areas 
and small cities said they were 
only slightly less afraid than 
big city dwellers to be on their 
streets at night. 
The magazine said, “ Doubt­ 
less those readers who are con­ 
cerned about crime responded 
in higher proportions than those 
readers who are less troubled 
by it. but the total effect of the 
answers submitted and the ac­ 
companying letters shows that 
there is widespread fear of 
crime in this society today.” 
Life said 13 per cent of those 
polled said some member of 
their family was a crime victim 
within the past year.

DACCA fUPI)—Sheikh Muji- 
bur Rahman came home today 
to Bangladesh, the land he had 
fathered, and was engulfed in 
an emotional and exuberant 
demonstration of affection by a 
sea of people that stretched as 
far as the eye could reach. 


“ All links with Pakistan are 
snapped for good,” he told the 
tens of thousands in a speech at 
the race track wtere he had 
proclaimed independence for

COPENHAGEN

Bangladesh, where he was ar­ 
rested on treason charges and 
where the Pakistani army sur­ 
rendered to India. 
He had been jailed in West 
Pakistan for 9 1-2 months and 
sentenced to death for advocat­ 
ing freedom for East Pakistan, 
now called the People’s Repub­ 
lic of Bangladesh. Today there 
were screams of “ Sheikh Mu jib 
Zindabad” (Long Live Sheikh 
Mujib) and an outflow of affec­ 
tion that bordered on hysteria. 
Officials of the former U.S. 
Consulate in Dacca were on 
hand with diplomats from all 
nations represented here except 
China. There had been no 
Americans at the New Delhi 
airport when Mujib stopped 
over there earlier in the day to 
thank the Indians for their part 
in winning independence for 
Bangladesh. 
Following a tumultuous wel­ 
come by hundreds of thousands 
of Bengalis at Dacca’s airport, 
the Sheikh told possibly as 
many as one million ol his 
countrymen at a rally at the 
race course near the city’s cen­ 


ter of bis talks with Pakistan 
President Zhulfikar AJi Bhutto 
just before his release from 
captivity last Saturday. 
“ Mr. Bhutto wanted me to 
maintain some kind of links 
with Pakistan when he met me 
in Rawalpindi,” Mujib told the 
huge crowd. 
“ I told him i cannot say 
anything now, in fact I arn not 
sure where I am. Ix*t me tell 
Mr. Bhutto now that all links 
with Pakistan are snapped for 
good.” 
“ I have no animus against 
the people of West Pakistan,” 
he told the wildly cheering 
throng, speaking in Bengali. “ I 
wish them well. I wish them 
happily. Let them be free in 
their own country. And let us be 
free in our country.” 
The sheikh, who had been 
imprisoned in West Pakistan 
since shortly after the start of 
his nation’s nine month struggle 
for independence last March 25, 
said that “ I want to warn Mr. 
Bhutto if he tried in conspiracy 
with a big power to enslave us 
again, he will be sadly I rustrat­ 
ed ’ 
Mujib referred to a public 
meeting on the race course 
shortly after Pakistan Presi­ 
dent A. M. Yahya Khan post­ 
poned the meeting of a national 
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assembly in which the sheikh’s 
Awami League held the majori­ 
ty. In the meeting, Rahman 
called for a noncooperation 
movement which led to the 
Pakistan army crackdown and 
civil war. 
The sheikh addressed himself 
to non-Bengali Moslems in the 
country who have voiced fears 
of reprisals at the hands of the 
Bengali majority and declared, 


“ No harm will be done to you. 
But declare that you have be­ 
come Bengalis.” 


He warned that all those who 


acted as “ agents of the oppres­ 
sor” would face trial in a court 
of law and said he would ask 
appointment of a commission of 
world jurists to try war crimi­ 
nals “ for the terrible atrocities 
they have committed in my 
country.”

Many Changes In Tax Rules; 
Bigger Standard Deductions 


Here is a list of changes in the tax rules 
which may affect your tax return due April 
15,1972. 
You must file an individual income tax 
return for 1971 if your income was at least: 
Single individual 
$1,700. 
Single individual 65 or over 
2,300. 
Married couple filing jointly 
2,300. 
Married couple, one spouse 65 or over 
2,900. 
Married couple, both 65 or over 
Married person filing separately 
Farmers and fishermen don’t 
have to file an estimated tax 
return if they file their final 
form by March 1. 
The standard deduction is in­ 
creased to 13 per cent with 
$1,500 maximum for 1971, 14 per 
cent with $2,000 maximum for 
1972, and 15 per cent with $2,000 
maximum for 1973 and later 
years. If your income is less 
than $10,000 use the tax tables. 
A low income allowance re­ 
places the minimum standard 
deduction.

If you had anything planned 
before April 18, 1969, be sure to 
check the rules. 


Tax preference income is 
subject to an additional tax of 
10 per cent, to the extent that it 
exceeds $30,000 and the regular 
income tax.

FIRE CALLS 


LONDON (U PD -A purtfe of 
army leaders and advocates of 
reconciliation with Russia has 
changed the power structure in 
Communist China, diplomatic 
reports said Monday. 


V irtually the entire ruling 
group of the armed forces has 
been removed as a potential 
independent faclor in Chinese 
ruling councils where they held 
a strong position earlier last 
year,, diplomatic sources re­ 
ported from Peking. 


The purge comes at a time 
'when Premier Chou Fn-lai is 
the driving and controlling 
force in the consolidation of the 
regime of party Chairman Mao 
Tse-t-ung. 
It h as 
a lre a d y 
reached the lower echelons of 
government and the provinces, 
in its progress since the col­ 
lapse of the so-called Cultural 
Revolution, reports said. 


. Some of the key army person­ 
alities removed by the purge 
were believed linked with a so- 
called plot by Lin Piao, once 
designated as Mao’s successor 
and who was “ physically liqui­ 
dated,” according to the re­ 
ports. 


Those removed opposed the 
new Maoist line leading to talks 
with President Nixon and rec­ 
onciliation with the U nited 
States instead of Russia. 


Army leaders were said to 
have supported a pro-Russian 
effort, arguing that the Chinese 
arm y was sadly lacking in mod­ 
ern arm s which they felt Russia 
could and might supply once 
Peking has made up with the 
Kremlin, the reports said.

CHAPTER II 
The Great Ferryboat Boondoggle 


or 


w.ith the Golden Gate Bridge 
finally paid for, the Bridge District 
was faced with the dilemma of either 
dissolving itself, which governmental 
agency empires DO NOT like to do; 
or seeking new authorities and an 
expansion of em pires, som ething 
which agencies DO like to do. 


This story began 3 years ago, 
in 
1969, 
when the Golden Gate 
Bridge directors realized that they 
would be out of a job plus all the 
wonderful benefits therewith accruing 
when the Golden Gate Bridge was 
paid up in full. 


The foundation for the District’s 
self-perpetuation had been vaguely 
laid down, long before construction 
of the Golden Gate Bridge was be­ 
gun, by the State Legislature in the 
1920’s. The Legislature at that time 
granted ancillary powers to (he Dis­ 
trict directors for operating limited 
ground transportation in conjunction 
with bridge operations. No one then 
envisioned the commuter problems of 
today. 


Later, in 1947, the Bridge Dis­ 
trict urged and the Legislature acted 
to make all its limited powers major 
functions and responsibilities of the 
directors. But, it was not until 1969, 
when the bridge was soon to be paid 
for, that the directors became interest­ 
ed in developing a transportation 
system . . . some 22 years after the 
District’s power was re-affirmed. 


POWER TO LEVY TAXES 


However, there was one flaw in 
the legislation. It made no provision 
for water transportation. At the di­ 
rectors’ own insistence and pressure,, 
the Legislature was urged to pass a 
bill empowering the District to exper­ 
iment with a ferry transit commute 
system. As a result of this legislation, 
the District's powers to subsidize 
buses were extended to ferries, in- 
eluding the right to lew property 
taxes, increase tolls, and set and raise 
ferry and bus fares. 


The directors’ argument was that 
THEY owned the beehive which gave 
the honey . . . the Golden Gate Bridge 
and its tolls. You got that . . . THEY 
. . . not the public . . . owned the 
bridge. 


The ferry bill was escorted 
through by Assemblyman John Koran, 
a law partner of bridge director 
Stephen Leonoudakis. 


Now, no one disputes that a 
modern bus transportation system is 
needed to alleviate the commuter 
rush, but it should have been placed 
under an agency responsible to the 
electorate. 


The Golden Gate Bridge, High­ 
way & 'Transportation District di­ 
rectors are political appointees. They 
do not have to answer to anyone with 
the exception of the Legislature. They 
have the arbitrary power to institute 
any typo of service without public 
approval. 


How to float the taxpayer 


DIRECTORS IGNORE 
BUS NEED 


Thus, all the while an updated 
bus system was desperately needed, 
the directors began “thinking” ferry­ 
boats. 
Over a year ago, in March 1970, 
the Bridge directors located a bargain 
basement sale which they couldn’t 
resist — what else? — a ferryboat! Of 
course this bargain wasn’t quite as 
good as it looked. At first, it was 
estimated the cost of the boat would 
be $585,000-$550,000 for purchase 
and $35,000 for modification. No 
mention was made of such trifling 
items as the cost of a dock and 
parking lot. 
Then, in April, it was revealed 
that the dock and parking lot would 
cost $102,000. Total cost now was 
$687,000. This was just the begin­ 
ning. 
Later that same month, modifi­ 
cation costs had slipped up slightly to 
$40,(XX) — but then doubled eight 
days later. Another little item of 
$8,673 was dropped in “as a result of 
bids received.” The ferryboat total 
was moving up now to $740,673. 
Then in May, it was revealed 
that a Mr. Phillip Spaulding, the 
District’s naval architectural consult­ 
ant and local boat expert, was to get 
an extra $12,000 due to the higher 
remodeling costs of the “bargain- 
ferry.” Mr. Spaulding has since be­ 
come the designer for future ferries 
for the District. 
But June was still ahead, and a 
revised estimate of the cost of conver­ 
sion now jumped to $108,000 — or 
three times the original estimate. The 
total cost came to $860,000. 
Having inspired the public by 
its business acumen, the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Highway 6c Transportation 
District then went out and hired an 
admiral at $26,500 a year and an 
assistant at $15,000 a year to manage 
a one ferryboat system. This is in 
addition to five ferryboat captains on 
the payroll at $1200 a month each 
plus fringe benefits. Two captains, of 
course, are required to be on the 
boat’s bridge at all times. But, all that 
top brass for one ferryboat? (We 
might point out that the ferry payroll 
is 
in addition to both a general 
manager for the District’s bus system 
at 
$26,500 a year along with a 
transportation supervisor at $15,000 
annually.) 


NO HELP TO 
TRAFFIC CONGESTION 


Ironically, this “ferry fleet of 
one ”, when in sen ice and not being 
repaired, transports only 450 commut­ 
ers to San Francisco in the peak 
commute hours of 6 to 9 a.m. This 
450 passenger total represents only 
400 automobiles at the most — a mere 
drop in the bucket (or boat) compared 
to the number of cars that cross the 
bridge each morning, out of some 
30,000 daily com m uters. And, of 
course, how many of those ferry- 
riders were former bus-riders? 


What is most frightening, how­ 
ever, is the persistent i 1 logical and 
contradictory thinking of the Bridge 
District directors. 
First — last fiscal year, 33,- 
497,080 cars passed through the 
Bridge Toll Plaza. The one ferry boat, 
at best, takes no more than 400 cars a 
day out of the rush. The District’s 
next plan to operate four ferries 
would eliminate only 1600 cars a day 
from that traffic. 
Second — if the District plans to 
alleviate private automobile traffic 
through a multi-million dollar bus 
system, why then create another sys­ 
tem which would compete with itself 
and require more money. 


MORE FERRIES MEAN- 
GREATER DEFICITS 


In effect, why spend $10 million 
on a bus system to transport 6000 
commuters a day and then decide to 
establish a ferry fleet at an additional 
cost of $20 million. A ferry fleet 
which would transport only 1600 
commuters a morning at an annual 
deficit of $2 million! 
This, too, is an intriguing story. 
The District’s original $18,956,000 
estimate for six additional ferries and 
terminal facilities was just revised in 
November of last year to $18,902,000, 
but for only three new ferries and 
facilities. More about this later. 
Third — there will be almost as 
manv eats on tlx* road going to the 
J( rr> doc ks as thc-re are now on the 
highway — something the District is 
supposedly trying to discourage 
through a modern bus system. 
Perhaps this one single ludi­ 
crous decision to enter the ferry 
business best typifies the “thinking” 
— if that’s the apt word — of the 
District. 
Let’s put a halt to the Golden 
Gate Bridge, Highway & Transporta­ 
tion District’s version of the “H.M.S. 
Pinafore” Admiralty. We can’t afford 
the tickets.

She is Kathleen Troutman, 
wife of Reuters correspondent 
Robert Troutman, whose hook 
‘Spies Behind the Pillars. Ban­ 
dits at the Pass" will hit stands 
early in March. 
Her publisher David McKay 
talked her out of entitling her 
book “ The Ambassador's Wife 
Smokes Pot" and helped her to 
"v oter down" some of the jui­ 
cier passages about life in Af­ 
ghanistan where she spent a 
year while her husband was a 
United States Information Serv­ 
ice officer in the embassy in 
Kabul. 


IN M ANY ways her memoirs 
of her diplomatic days in Cen­ 
tral Asia during the mid-sixties 
could be a sequel to "The Ugly 
American."

WASHINGTON - Young people hoping to 
continue their education at college have a 
record supply of guidebooks, reference 
sources and other aids to help them. 
In fact, the supply is so varied and large 
that it is confusing. At a time when most high 
school and preparatory school seniors are 
surveying the college field, the greatest need 
is a guide to the guides, so to speak. 
Which are the best for the job they seek to 
do? And which are the most 
essential and most practical? 
In order to answer such ques­ 
tions, an informal survey of the» 
field was made. If turned up 
the following information. 
IN THE FIRST place, it be­ 
comes quickly obvious that no 
one publication can do the 
whole job by answering all es­ 
sential questions of a prospec­ 
tive college applicant. 
For an introduction to the 
problems of applying to a col­ 
lege. one of the most widely 
recommended booklets is 
“ Planning for College,” by Sid­ 
ney Margolius. It sells for 75 
cents and is published by Avon 
Books. 958 Eighth Avenue, New 
York. N Y. 10019. 
For only the cost of a postage 
stamp on a return-addressed 
envelope, the American Ix?gion 
will supply a pocket-size folder, 
“ A Guide to Parents and Stu­ 
dents.” with general informa­ 
tion and a list of key publica­ 
tions.

The American legion also 
publishes one of the most com­ 
plete lists of educational loans 
and scholarships in a 130-page 
booklet entitled. “ Need a Lift?” 
The current edition, revised 
only two months ago. includes 
names and addresses of centers 
offering to help place college 
candidates for a fee.

FOR THE complicated job of 
selecting a college, there are 
two detailed books with data on 
all 1.350 accredited institutions. 
Each has more than 800 pages 
and is priced at $4.95.

Biggs Consort Balanced, 
Rich And Delightful

The 
John 
Biggs 
Consort 
presented 
a 
captivating pro­ 
gram of Medieval, Renaissance 
and 20th Century music to an 
audience of about «150 people at 
the College of M arin’s Fine 
Arts Theater Saturday night. 


Soprano Claire Gordon, alto 
Salli Terri, tenor William Lyon 
Lee and bass John Biggs com­ 
bined their voices into a dulcet 
blend of natural sounds that 
were perfect in balance and 
harmony. 


.lohn Biggs's interesting and 
en tertain in g c o m m e n ta ry at 
once established an informal 
rapport between the audience 
and 
the performers. 
As the 
highly diverse program unfold­ 
ed. unexpected and unusual 
pleasures emerged from each 
succeeding work. 
The opening English songs 
provided exquisite examples of 
the consort’s ability to “ tune’’ 
their voices to Renaissance m u­ 
sic. 
Intervals in pre-Baroque m u­ 
sic arc quite different from 
those used since Bach and the 
tem p ered scale. T hirds and 
sixths, for example, are closer 
together in pitch, resulting in a 
uniquely sweet sound. 
T hom as T allis’s “ Audivici 
Yocem de Caelo” is full of 
melismatic passages in parallel 
thirds and sixths. These harm o­ 


nies attained the height of their 
effectiveness with the consort, 
The seductively contrasting soft 
section at the end was especial­ 
ly breathtaking. 


The playfulness th a t m ust 
have been an important aspect 
of Renaissance life was mir­ 
rored in Janequin’s “ Le Chant 
des Oiseaux.” The work, con­ 
sisting of complex contrapuntal 
imitations of bird sounds, was a 
rem arkable display of 
vocal 
agility. 


The Madrigal Singers from 
Tamalpais High School and the 
College of Marin Sengcrs joiner 
the consort for the “ Gloria” 
from the Ralph Vaughan-Wil- 
liams Mass in G Minor conduct­ 
ed by Laurence Nelson, choir 
d irec to r at T am alp a is High 
School. 
The rich neo-Romantic har­ 
monics and the double-chorus 
texture, provided an overpow­ 
ering co n tra st to the m ore 
transparent preceding part of 
the program. The professional 
quality of the consort was ad­ 
mirably complimented by Nel­ 
son and the students. 
Following interm ission, the 
consort performed three Medie­ 
val dances using instruments of 
the period. While Bigg’s com­ 
mentary about the instruments 
was interesting. I felt that more 
detailed information about their 
construction and historical im­ 


p o rtan ce 
would 
have been 
greatly appreciated by the au­ 
dience. 
The program closed with four 
20th Century compositions, in­ 
cluding a powerful and very 
well received work by Biggs for 
voices and tape recorder. 
Angular electric tones and 
sustained vocal harmonies built 
on microtones grow in intensity 
and 
a re 
tra n sfo rm ed 
into 
rhythmic combinations of clap­ 
ping and shouting. They culmi­ 
n ate d ra m a tic a lly when the 
s in g e r’s clap p in g hands are 
abruptly held apart by an invis­ 
ible force. 
A virtuosic spoken fugue by 
Ernst Toch worked its way into 
a rhythmic labryinth to con­ 
clude a delightful and fascinat­ 
ing evening of music.

NEW YORK (UPI)--A Gallup 
poll indicates that more than 70 
p e r ce n t of A m ericans feel 
some form of amnesty should 
be granted young men who fled 
the country to avoid service in 
Vietnam, according to a story 
in Newsweek magazine Sunday. 


The poll, conducted of 506 
families, showed that 6.3 per

Uneventful Vote 
Due In Belvedere 


The April 11 city council elec­ 
tion 
in Belvedere should be 
much the same as past elec­ 
tions in that quiet and isolated 
community — uneventful. 
With planning, open space, 
development and other contro­ 
versies rocking other cities in 
Marin, Belvedere is an excep­ 
tion. No significant issue yet 
has surfaced. 
Neither has any candidate. 
Both workers at the city hall 
and the two councilmen whose 
seats will be open in the elec­ 
tion —• Mayor Thomas S. Price 
and Edwin J. Drechsel — said 
they know of noone who has 
decided to run. 


Price and Drechsel further 
said they haven’t made up their 
minds, either. Price said he is 
awaiting to see who else will 
enter the race. 


There are only two questions 
of import now pending in Belve­ 
dere, dog control and a propos­ 
al to limit growth by making 
zoning regulations restrictive, 
Price said, “ And almost every­ 
one agrees on them. T here’s 
just no controversy.” 


Filing for me two vacancies 
opens Thursday and closes Feb. 
3 at the Belvedere Community 
Hall 
Councilmen receive no 
salary. 


Population, Building 
Key Tiburón Issues 


Tiburon’s burgeoning popula­ 
tion and two corollary issues — 
the proliferation of high-density 
developments and a morato­ 
rium on building — probably 
are the most important ques­ 
tions facing city voters in the 
April 11 city council elections. 
Two seats — those of Mayor 
Denis T. 
Rice and Anne L. 
Ellinwood — will be open. Miss 
Ellinwood. an announced can­ 
didate for the third supervisori­ 
al district seat now occupied by 
Michael Wornum, has said she 
will not seek her third council 
term. Rice remains uncommit­ 
ted. 
Fjling for the vacancies opens 
Jan. 13 and closes at noon Feb. 
3 at city hall. 
R ecen tly approved housing 
developments — the 112-unit 
Hilarita Project and a plethora 
of a p a rtm e n ts on Red Hill, 
among others — have been 
opposed by residents, and talk 
of a slate of anti development 
candidates has been common. 
At least one candidate from 
the Rolling Hills Area, located 
above 
the site of the hotly 
contested Hilarita project, is 
expected to enter the race. 
Rolling Hills residents, how­ 
ever. have remained coy about 
a possible candidate. One, Allan 
N. Littman, former planning 
co m m issio n er and vehem ent 
critic of Hilarita, said an an­ 
nou n cem en t on the subject 
would 
be 
made when filing 
opens. 
Another, Herbert E. Wcnig, 
said his neighbors want “ more 
of a voice” in city planning, 
including high-density residen­ 
tial developments. 
While taking pains not to say 
a Rolling Hills resident definite­ 
ly will run, Littman said such a 
candidate would not be a sec­ 
tional one but representative of 
the entire city. 


The first of what probably 
will be a series of environmen­ 
tal battles against the Highway 
101 bypass in Novato is expect­ 
ed tonight before the city plan­ 
ning commission. 
On the agenda is an applica­ 
tion from Gordon H. Ball Inc., a 
bidder on the bypass job, for a 
use permit to excavate Reich­ 
ert Hill to obtain freeway fill. 
The commission meeting will 
begin at 8 p.m. at the commu­ 
nity house. 
Jerry A. Cannon, chairm an of 
the North Marin unit of the 
M arin C onservation League, 
spokesman for a group of about 
15 persons, mostly league mem ­ 
bers, is opposed 
to the hill 
scraping. 
The group has been seeking a 
compromise with the state Divi­ 
sion of Highways on fill and 
mud removal for the project 
and has considered an injunc­ 
tion to halt the project until an 
environmental im pact study is 
made. 
Residents of Reichert and La- 
mont avenues also are expected 
to oppose the excavation per­ 
mit. 
Under Ball’s 
proposal, 
the 
100-foot hill would be* dropped to 
about 
110 feet 
by removing 
000/100 cubic yards of material. 
Cannon, city councilmen and 
Marin Supervisor Arnold M. 
B aptiste hiked the freew ay 
route and possible fill borrow 
areas Saturday. 
The c ity ’s dow ntow n plan 
calls for preserving landmark 
areas such as Reichert Hill and 
Mount Burdell, Cannon said. 
Ghilotti Bros, of San Rafael 
has applied to the county plan­ 
ning commission for a permit 
to excavate at the old Basalt 
Quarry on the east slope of 
Mount Burdell in order to es­ 
tablish a borrow pit for the 
bypass.

year, according to the Califor­ 
nia Highway Commission. 
The commission blamed the 
anticipated delay of this and 
n u m e ro u s 
o t h e r 
p r o j e c t s 
throughout the state on both the 
federal government and on the 
Legislature. The g o v ern m en t 
nas postponed its funding of 
highway works, and the Legis 
lature has diverted more than 
$14 million from state highway 
funds for other purposes, the 
commission said. 
The com m ission previously 
had budgeted $315,000 for the 
two Marin projects. One was on 
Shoreline Highway between six- 
tenths and 1.3 miles southeast 
of Stinson Beach, and the other 
along seventh-tenths of a mile 
of Panoramic Highway south of 
Mill Valley. 
Commission C hairm an May­ 
nard Munger, in letters to state 
legislators detailing the delays, 
warned that the combined ef­ 
fects of delayed federal funds, 
diverted state highway funds 
and inflation “ h av e cre ate d 
real problems to the commis­ 
sion in meeting highway tran­ 
sporta ion needs.”

We Will Not Mourn 
San Quentin's Passing 


Gov. Ronald Reagan has an­ 
nounced his intention to close 
San Quentin Prison by 1974. 


Closing of the prison was 
recommended Dec. 29 in a Ma­ 
rin County Grand Jury report. 
It was recommended also 
last October in a report pre­ 
pared by Oakland criminologist 
Robert E. Keldgord and a team 
of consultants who did a study 
for the state. 
And it was recommended last 
Sept. 13 in this column by the 
Independent-Journal. 
For that matter, suggestions 
that the prison be closed, and 
the prisoners moved from Ma­ 
rin, have popped up from time 
to time since back in the 19th 
century. The Marin Journal 
rec o m m e n d ed closing San 
Quentin in 1895. 


THE CURRENT CAMPAIGN 
for closing the prison, however, 
arose from both new causes 
and intensification of old ones. 
Prisoner violence has been on 
the increase despite a steady 
reduction in the number of 
inmates — now fewer than half 
,the total of only a few years 
ago. And the growth of the 
metropolitan Bay Area has sur­ 
rounded the prison walls with a 
tight suburban community in 
which a maximum security in­ 
stitution such as San Quentin is 
badly out of place. 
Governor Reagan promised 
that his new state budget will 
include plans for building new 
m axim um security prisons. 
This also was recommended in 
this column last Sept. 13. 


REMOVAL OF THE PRISON 
•will not be an unmixed blessing 
for Marin. The San Quentin 
payroll has been an important 
one. There are now about 700 
employees, with an annual pay­ 
roll of $9 million. Also, a share 
of the $3 million which the 
prison spends annually for oth­ 
er purposes remains in Marin. 
The 700 employees — the 


great majority of whom live in 
Marin and southern Sonoma 
counties — may not find much 
demand on the local job market 
for their custodial experience. 


But there are offsetting eco­ 
nomic advantages. 


County A uditor M ichael 
Mitchell estimates a saving to 
Marin tjxpayers of $200,000 to 
$300,000 per year by removal of- 
the prison. This is from costs' 
that must be born by the 
county because of the presence 
of the penal institution. 


MORE IMPORTANT eco­ 
nomically, the closing will ena­ 
ble the state to sell a valuable 
piece of real property that 
might become one of the most 
desirable residential neighbor­ 
hoods in the entire Bay Area. 


Although more than half of 
the 400-odd acres the state 
owns at San Quentin Point is 
under water, some 105 acres 
are dry land, quite easily devel­ 
oped. Judging from prices real­ 
ized for similar land nearby, 
this is worth somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $5 million — 
which could go a long way 
toward building a new prison 
elsewhere. 
Sale of the property would, in 
addition, return it to Marin 
County tax rolls — another plus 
for the local economy. 
The state, of course, may 
come up with other plans, for 
public use other than as a 
prison. 
Disposition of the property, 
and its development if it is 
sold, both call for careful ad­ 
vance study (without, we trust, 
employment of a series of con­ 
sultants to provide computer­ 
ized answers). San Quentin 
Point is too attractive and too 
valuable to allow its future to 
be decided hit-or-miss. 
At any rate, the passing of 
California’s oldest penal institu­ 
tion will not be mourned — at 
least, not in these quarters.

Air Pollution Administrator 
Prefers The Worm's- Eye View

The Order of the Lame excuse is 
hereby awarded to the chief administra­ 
tor of the Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
District, D.J. Callaghan. 


D isplaying uncom m on bureau cratic 
brilliance in resisting change, he man­ 
aged last week to squash a request from 
district directors that he evaluate the 
benefits of aerial surveillance to catch 
air polluters. 


It also was no credit to the directors 
that they swallowed his findings without 
comment, especially since they were 
presented with barely a shred of docu­ 
mentation or detail. He simply found that 
“ the cost-benefit ratio is such that a full­ 
time program would not be warranted at 
this tim e.” 


HIS REPORT detailed some of the 
costs, but treated the benefits as if there 
were no air pollution problem. For exam­ 
ple, 
that “full-time” qualifier in his 
conclusion was a neat way of dodging the 
fact that the district has no part-time 
aerial surveillance either. 
Callaghan’s business-as-usual findings 
were based on six brief flights by a 
district inspector between Oct. 27 and

Nov. 4, logging a piddling total of eight 
hours and 15 minutes. 


“ We did not detect any plumes from 
tho air that could not have been observed 
from the ground,” Callaghan claimed. 
But he ignored the obvious — the plumes 
were detected from a platform far higher 
and faster than an inspector’s sedan, 
thus could assure surveillance of a far 
larger area. Sure, the inspector “could” 
have seen the same plumes from the 
ground but surely not within the same 
amount time. 


“PLUMES CAN BE observed from the 
air that are not visible to an inspector on 
the ground because of his location,” 
Callaghan conceded. But in a distortion 
of logic, he added that “ conversely, an 
inspector on the ground may observe a 
plume that is not detected from the air 
because the helicopter is not in that area 
at the tim e.” 
Callaghan’s findings were consistent 
with his role as th<* bureaucratic watch­ 
dog of district expenses, 
but hardly 
display any sense of urgency about air 
pollution. We would have thought that 
someone on the district board was alive 
enough to care, but it wasn’t the first 
time they all fell asleep. 


HOT NEWS about recent doings at the 
Golden Gate Bridge District, as reported 
in American County, a nationwide m aga­ 
zine for county officials: “ It (the district) 
floated a new revenue bond issue, put a 
second deck on the bridge for automo­ 
biles, and now continues as a public 
authority, the Golden Gate Special Dis­ 
trict, for at least the next 40 years.”

Senior 
citizens still must pay property taxes. 
However, taxes on the first $7,500 as­ 
sessed valuation of property owned by a 
senior citizen (over 62 years of age) are 
exempted in part. The percentage of 
exemption depends on the income of the 
senior. If he makes $3,000 per year, he is 
exempt from 80 per cent of taxes on the 
first $7,500 assessed valuation; if he 
makes $10,000, he is exempt from only 4 
per cent. ■— Editor j 


Educators Could Lend Help 
In Reducing Noise Pollution 


Noise pollution has been overlooked by 
ecology-minded activists. Some of the 
most militant environmentalists’ greatest 
contributions may be their role in achiev­ 
ing the title, history’s noisiest generation. 


Educators and politicians often refer to 
children and youth as the nation’s most 
valuable natural resource. But, along with 
commercial interests, educational and 
political systems have subtle means of 
exploiting children and youth. 


Methods of teaching now observed in a 
growing number of schools seem to be 
judged by the decibels of sound generat­ 
ed through classroom activity. The great­ 
er the din from various freewheeling, 
undirected student activities, the more 
the teaching method is thought to be 
effective. Classrooms without walls, team 
teaching, use of teaching aides • • all 
have built in noise factors. While most 
modern classrooms are carpeted and 
have sound absorbing ceilings 
the un- 
rnufflcd noise generated by a mixture of 
Student discussions, electronic music and 
laboratory equipm ent, teach ers’ and 
aides’ instructions is often overwhelming. 
When such schools are situated near 
airports and/or traffic arteries the noise 
jxdlution may more than nullify any

To date, 
most of the research on the subject has 
been focused on its ill effects on animals. 
For several years it has been known 
that some types of mice convulse and die 
when subjected to loud sounds. Dr. Ken­ 
neth Henry, a psychologist at the Univer­ 
sity of California at Davis, has found that 
even so-called “immune” mice can be­ 
come susceptible to harmful effects of 
sound. 
While deafness in humans may result 
from constant exposure to noise pollution, 
more serious consequences are showing 
up in animals that have been subjected to 
prolonged loud noises. According to Dr. 
Henry, the Air Force is paying mink 
ranchers in the northern part of the 
country one million dollars a year for 
changes in the sexual of their minks 
because of noise. The minks cannibalize 
their young and abort frequently 
Ecology minded educators who wish to 
demonstrate their earnestness in saving 
the environment have a once in a lifetime 
opportunity to do something worthwhile 
Now.

the prisoners.

The question of a return sum­ 
mit has already been touched on in the 
conversations between Henry Kissinger 
and Chou.

Best judgment is he will accept in 
principle and set a date sometime this 
year. A likely time for the visit is 
Septem ber, which would also enable 
Chou to address the U.N. General Assem­ 
bly.

In the sixth Surgeon Gener­ 
al’s Report to Congress on the 
health consequences of smok­ 
ing. Steinfeld said carbon mon­ 
oxide in cigarette smoke may 
even be harmful to nearfn non 
smokers, especially those with 
chronic lung and heart disease, 
and that it is too early to tell if 
a trend toward kicking the 
smoking habit has affected the 
national disease and death rate

have persuaded themselves 
that if is in their own soli 
interest to do .so.

continue to encourage cessation 
as the only certain way to 
protect the individual and socie 
ty from the harmful effects of 
smoking." the non smoking 
Steinfeld wrote in a preface.

Anti-War 
Poet Is 
Dead At 60 


PALO ALTO. Calif, flTD-- 
Kenneth Patchen, whose anti- 
war verse gained him renewed 
popularity as a result of public* 
sentiment against Vietnam, is 
dead. H«* was 60. 
Described as “ one of Ameri­ 
ca's great prophet poets’’ by one 
critic, Patchen suffered a heart 
attack ;d his home here Satur­ 
day. 
His widow, Miriam, said there 
would be a private cremation 
and no funeral service. 
Patchen was the fourth major 
American po«*t to dn* in the past 
two years. His death came only 
one day after Pulitzer Prize- 
Winning poet John Berryman 
leaped to his death from a bridge 
across the Mississippi River in 
Minneapolis. Cancer took the life 
of Paul Blackburn in August and 
Charles Olson died of cancer in 
New York City in January, 1970, 
An intimate of T.S. 
Eliot, 
Thornton Wilder and San Fran­ 
cisco sculptor Benjamin Bufano, 
Patelien’s work was most widely 
read m the 1930’s and 40’s when 
he went through a proletariat 
period and wrote passionately of 
World War II 
He pioneered poetry reading 
to the accompaniment of jazz 
that was popular among the beat 
generation of the 1950’s 
In 1957 and 1958. he appeared 
on radio, leh’vision, nightclub 
and concert stages with jazz 
groups, He recorded “Kenneth 
Patchen Reads with the Cham­ 
ber Jazz Sextet" in 1957 
Born m Niles, Ohio, he attend­ 
ed fh<‘ I ’niversify of Wisconsin 
and 'ived for a time ill New 
York 
He won a number of awards 
and prizes for his work, incltid i

Ted Shawn, 80, Top 
U.S. Dancer, Is Dead 


ORLANDO, Fla. (L'PI)- Ted 
Shawn, one of the guiding spir­ 
its of American modern dance, 
died Sunday at Florida Hospital 
of complications resulting from 
emphysema. H<* was 80. 
Funeral arrangements were 
incomplete. 
Together with his late wife 
Ruth St. Denis. Shawn helped 
fashion the modern American 
art from the classical ballet of 
Europe, enlivened by dramatic 
movements to native rhythms. 
Among his best-known works of 
choreography were “ Xochitl,” 
“ Boston Fancy,” “ Crapshoot- 
o r" and "Invocation to the 
Thunderbird.” 
A former divinity student who 
took up dancing for his health, 
Shawn was the first outstanding 
American male dancer, and left

He remained active until his 
death as director of the Jacob’s 
Pillow Dance Festival each 
summer in Lee. Mass. He nad a 
winter home in Eustis. near 
Orlando. Shawn had been suf­ 
fering from lung disease for 
several years and entered the 
Florida Hospital Dec. 23. 
The son of a newspaperman, 
he was horn Edwin Myers 
Shawn in 
Kansas City, Mo. 
Shawn entered the University 
of Denver as a divinity student, 
but an attack of diphtheria left 
him partially paralyzed. 
Doctors prescribed ballet as 
an exercise. After seeing the 
already famous Ruth St. Denis 
perform in 1910. he decided to 
dance professionally. 
Shawn made his dehut in 1911 
and applied for membership in 
Miss St. Denis’ company three 
years later. Within 10 days, he 
became her partner and they 
were married in the same year. 
They founded the Demshawn 
dancers and school in Los An­ 
geles 
in 1915. The company 
became one «»f America's best 
known and toured the world, 
winning acclaim in the Orient 
in 1925 and 1926, 
Leading dancers including 
Martha Graham, Charles Weid- 
man and the late Doris Hum­ 
phrey emerged from the L»s 
Angeles seh«H»l and Denishawn 
Ilous«* in New York's Van Cort­ 
land Park 
Shawn found it almost impos 
sible to dance classical ballet, 
due t«> his m/«• 
over 6 feet tall 
and about iso pounds 
and the 
fact h<* did not begin dance 
until h«* was almost 20. He 
therefore «ieveloped a freer 
form of modern dance which he 
considered more suitable for a 
rugged American male 
He 
scorned the term “ ballet” and

It took a superb effort by the 
National Basketball Associa­ 
tion’s Most Valuable Player 
and the league champions to 
finally end the* Los Angeles 
Lakers' pro record winning 
streak at 33 games. 


Kareem Abdul-,Jabbar, taking 
advantage of rival seven-footer 
Wilt Chamberlain’s foul trou­ 
bles, erupted offensively in the 
second half to lead the Milwau­ 
kee Bucks to a 120-104 victory 
over the Lakers Sunday, ending 


a streak that had begun on Oct. 
31. 


Jabbar, who won the MVP 
award as Low Alcindor last 
season, hit ll-of-15 shots from 
the floor in the second half and 
finished with 39 points and 20 
rebounds. 


Jabbar, who hit only 7-of-ii) 
shots in the first half, w'ent to 
work as Chamberlain picked up 
his fourth personal foul. He 
dominated action under the of­ 
fensive backboard and hit con­ 
sistently on short jump shots. 


“ I was missing the hook so I 
just sort of manufactured a 
little jump shot in the second 
half," said Jabbar “ It seemed 
to work out all right.” 


Larry Costello, the Milwau­ 
kee coach, felt his club should 
have broken the Laker streak. 
“ I’m glad we were the ones to 
end that streak,” said Costello, 
who devised a defense to thwart 
Los Angeles’ famed fast break 
attack. “ We should have been 
the ones to break it Our de­ 
fense won the game for us. We 


fell back fast and cut off their 
fast break.” 
Bill Sharman, the Laker 
coach, credited turnovers with 
his team's loss. “ You can't 
have that many turnovers f24) 
and expert fo win,” said Shar­ 
man. “ You might be able to 
beat some poor teams, but not 
the world champs.” 
Jerry West, the Lakers’ star 
guard who played in his first 
losing game this season, said, 
“ we just didn't play well at all. 
You can’t take anything away 
from the Bucks, though. They 


played aggressive ball and real­ 
ly did a job. Their defense was 
great. They kept our offense 
outside and we just couldn’t 
penetrate. We really couldn’t do 
anything and that’s why it end­ 
ed." 
The three previous Los Ange 
les losses this season came 
when West was out of the lineup 
with an injured leg. 
Lucious Allen hit 18 points 
and John Block added 17 for the 
Bucks while West led the Laker 
attack with 20 points. The game 
was close until the third quart 


rr when the Lakers tied the 
score at 00-60 with 4:30 left and 
Milwaukee went on a 10-2 tear 
to push ahead. 


In other NBA action Sunday, 
Chicago whipped Cincinnati 108- 
104. Golden State edged Hous­ 
ton 113-112, Baltimore downed 
Phoenix 100-103, Seattle beat 
Boston 125-110 and Detroit de­ 
feated Buffalo 101-06. 


Chet Walker scored seven of 
his 33 points in overtime as 
Chicago beat the Royals, Cin­ 
cinnati's 14th consecutive loss. 


Cincinnati led by as many as 20 
points in the first half before 
the Bulls rallied to win. 
Jack Marin scored 28 points, 
including seven in a row during 
a third period rally, as the 
Bullets downed Phoenix for 
their sixth straight triumph 
Spencer Haywood’s 33-point 
effort lifted the SuperSonics 
over Boston and Jimmy Walker 
hit 35, including six of his 
team's last nine points, in De­ 
troit’s victory over Buffalo.

'Doesn't Look Like Czar'

NEW YOKK (UPI V—Funny, 
Walter Kennedy doesn’t look 
like a czar. There’s no question 
about it though, He is one. 
His authority as commission­ 
er of the National Basketball 
Association is spelled out in the 
clearest possible terms. Dollars 
and cents. 
Walter Kennedy, who looks 
more like someone connected 
with a publishing company, 
which he once was, than a 
sports czar, which he is now, 
never badgered the NBA own­ 
ers to provide him with a big 
stick but they did anyway by 
voting him far more power than 
Pete Bozelle, Bowie Kuhn, 
Clarence Campbell and Jack 
Dolph can honestly say they 
have. 
If he so sees fit, Kennedy 
may impose a fine of $250,000 - 
that's a quarter of a million, 
Myrtle - 
upon any club he 
feels has “tampered” with a 
player belonging to another 
one. 
In his heart though. Kennedy, 
a compassionate man, knows 
he’d never hit another man 
with that kind of fine ... or 
would he? 
“ I most certainly would,” he 
says, unequivocally. “The own­ 
ers have strong feelings about 
this. They feel the worst thing 
is for one of them to tamper 
with a player on another team, 
and I agree. I think the book 
should be thrown at anyone who 
would do it. and if such a case 


ever came to my attention and 
the facts were known and prov­ 
en, I wouldn't hesitate to levy a 
$250,000 fine.” 
And sleep nights peacefully 
after that, too? 
‘'Yes,” he says. “ I think I’d 
be able to sleep nights.” 


HAYWOOD 
The NBA owners knew they 
had to do something after the 
Spencer Haywood farce. Hay­ 
wood was signed by Denver of 
the ABA originally while he still 
was a college undergraduate 
and he subsequently landed 
with Seattle of the NBA. The 
other NBA owners were fu 
rious, a court case ensued and 
there was the commissioner 
caught squarely in the middle. 
Accordingly, last Nov. 20 the 
owners conferred virtual dicta­ 
torial powers upon Kennedy. 
They said he could impose a 
fine as high as $250,000 upon 
any club and as soon as that 
announcement was made, Wal­ 
ter Kennedy, once honored by 
the Vatican, was equated with 
such autocratic rulers as Peter 
The Great and Czar Nicholas.
